Kelly testi- 
fied that he knew Glover and had seen 
him in the hospital. 
Glover told him 


that some acid was thrown in his face 
by "Jean." He did not explain the cir- 
cumstances. 
Glover had no life insur- 
ance when he died. 


Dr. 
O. D. 
Hamlln. 
who 
attended 


Glorer during his Illness, was next called 
to the stand. 


"I was called to gee Glover on 
the 


morning of Monday, August 1J, at Provi- 
dence Hospital," said Dr. Hamlin. "His 
face was very badly burnt, and his left 


eye was nearly destroyed. 
The right 


eye was also injured. 
The burns were 


caused by acid. 
His nervous condition 


grew alarming as the days went by and 
meningitis developed. 


BECAME M3LIRIOTIS. 


"Glover told me that acid had been 


thrown In his face, but I restrained 
him from talking too much. He did 
not give me any particulars on 
the 


acid throwing. Glover was conscious 
until 
the 
last two or' three days, 


when he became "delirious. At "times, 
throughout his illness, he had parox- 
ysms of pain which caused him to 
become temporarily Insane. 


"I performed the autopsy on Glov- 
er's body. 
Meningitis had developed 


from just behind the left eye, andv 
spread all over the brain. The heart 
was also in a cardiac state. - If Is death

resulte'd from meningitis due to ab- 
sorption of caustic septic through the 
left eye."

That such a tremendous shrink- 
age In ft Ilttl* over seven months could take 
place on. the New York Stock Exchange without 
brining on panic and universal disaster Is al- 
most beyond belief, and had any prophet the 
foresight or the courage to have predicted such 
results last December, he would 
hare been 


treated as a subject fit for the asylum. Never- 
theless, the fact remains true, that Wall street 
bas endured a shrinkage In rallies far exceed- 
ing that of any panic on record, and this with- 
out any serious failures thus far 


The fact that these losses have been endured 


without disaster Is remarkable testimony /of 
strength In the financial situation. Losses have 
fallen ttRpn those best able to bear them, anil 
the causes ore now beginning to be clearly un- 
derstood. General excesses such as the over-ex- 
tension of credit, over-Issue of securities and 
over-confldenee have bean the main and the 
natural reasons for recent reaction.

Of course, with the market In a hyper-sensi- 
tive condition, Investors and speculators alike 
are naturally more or less frigbtenea at the 
anti-corporation crusade. There have been sonio 
rather Indiscreet official utterances concerning 
the government's policy In prosecuting corpora- 
tions; and the anti-railroad feeling displayed in 
many of the states is naturally disturbing at 
this time. 
Nothing, however, that the adminis- 
tration could hare said or done at this time 
could have checked the recent downward move- 
ment.

It Has been predicted In these advices 
for months past as the only means of righting 
the money and security markets.

RAILROAD 
SITUATION, 


The railroad situation Is somewhat preplex- 
ing. 
Onr roads continue to show large gross 
earnings and an abundance of traffic. 
The lat- 
ter, howe\er. la uotlccn!)ry less pressing than a 
year ago and moat of the roarta ai-e beginning 
to seriously feel the gerat increases In ex- 
penses due to the recent concessions made to 
labor. 


During the flrst six months of the year the 
gross earnings of the New York Central In- 
ereascd over $4,000,000, or about 9 per cent, 
while expenses Increased $8,500,000, or ovi>r 20 
per cent; the result being that net earnings 
fell off $2,500,000 compared with the same half 
year of 1906. 
Ag a result, It Is estimated that 


the company only earned about one-half of tlie 
3 per cent dividend pa} able for tbe flrst half 
year. 
On the Pennsylvania system gross earn- 
ings increased $14,200,000 
in the 
first six 
months of the ypar, but owing to the enormous 
Increase In operating expenses the net earnings 
increased only $1,200,000. 


OUTLOOK UNSATISFACTORY. 


In view of the Increased obligations which 
the railroads have been obliged to assume on 
account ot new note and capital Issues, it will 
b« Been that the flnancfal outlook from 
the 


railroad point of view is not very satisfactory. 
The same forces are nt work in all parts of the 
country, and if the profits of theie two typical 
railroads have been so seriously threatened, 
what Is the position on other railroad systems In 
other parts of the country? 
It Is true that 


many of our railroad securities are now selling 
at »uch very low prices aa to fully discount any
